Judge McLean's Dissenting- Opinion. 
WASHINGTON, March 7 —In the U. S, 


Supreme Court, this morning, Justice Mc- 
Lean delivered hi* views, aiguing that sla- 
Tf.-j is limited to the range of the State 
where established by mere municipal law.— 
If Congress deeiu slaves or free colored 
persons injurious to the Territory, they 
have the power to prohibit them from be- 
eomiug settlers therein. 
The power to ac- 


quire Territory curries with it the power to 
goveiQ it. The master does not carry with 
him to the Territory tbe law of the State 
from .which be removes—hence tbe Missou- 
ri Compromise is constitutional, and the
